Antwerp, the British public has been 
practically cut off from news from the 
front during the i>ast 12 hours. It is 
felt, however, that e\ents of tremen- 
dous moment are either recurring or 
are impending in the area about Lille, 
where the cavalry of the contending 
forces has been in violent contact for 
the past week. 


The military critics for the London 


morning 
newspapers devote 
their 


space to speculation 
regarding the 


utility of Antwerp for German offense 
or defense. Most of them agree that 
unless Dutch 
neutrality is 
violated, 


Antwerp will be of no more use in 
forwarding the Germans' purpose of 
making Zeppelin and naval raids on 
England, than any of the other places 
in Belgium which have been occupied 
for some time by the invaders. 
They 


agree, however, that for military pur- 
roses in the western theatre cf war, 
the occupation of Antwerp is of su- 
preme importance to Germany, which 
now WMll be able to release several di- 
visions to aid the sorely pressed right 
winp 
Furthermore, 
the capture of 


the city will insure the lines of com- 
munication should 
retreat be neces- 


hary through. Belgium. 


Additional details of the shelling of 


Antwerp indicate that the damage was 
not as great as at first estimated. The 
damage inflicted on the city bv the 
German artillery may 
be offset 
in 


large measure by the great destruc- 
tion wrought on German shipping in 
the harbor toy the Belgians. 
An offi- 


cial communication from Berlin states 
that no information is jet available as 
to the amount of Iraory taken in the 
town.

The anti-prohibition candidate for Governor was elected upon the platform quoted: 


"The party belie\es absolutely in temperance, in law and order, and in the enforcement of law. It believes 


in Prohibition wherever Prohibition is practicable. Recognizing; the iact that State-wide Prohibition in Maine 
has proven imprac-Ucable, we demand the submission of the prohibitary amendment ai'd advocate its repeal in 
order that the city or town may be substituted for the state as the basis of laws designed to abolish or regu- 
late the liquor traffic."

VERMONT adopted Prohibition in 1852 and discarded it in 1902. 
r 
NKW HAMP8HIKE voted Prohibition in 1855 and repudiated it by constitutional election in April, 188f», by an enormous 
majority. 


MASSACHUHKTTH tried Prohibition from 1855 to 1870. She found the law vain and injurious, and, upon Ihe testimony of 


her governors and best citizens, fatally hurtful to the cause of temperance. In 188!) the religious journals of 
the 
time—The 


Christian Union, The Congregationalist and The Christian Register—hurled their thunder against an unsuccessful attempt 
to 


revive Prohibition. The amendment was defeated by an overwhelming majority. 


RHODE ISLAM?, in 185:i, adopted Prohibition, and in 1863 the law was repealed. She again adopted Prohibition in 1886 


and in 1889 again rapudiated it at the polls by a majority of over 18,000 out of a total vote of "8,000. 


rOXXECTirrr, in 1854, adopted Prohibition and 
gave up the experiment in 1872. 
In 188ft it was again proposed but 


(Ideated by a vote of three to one. 


NEW YOHK pissed prohibitory laws in 1854, tried them for two years and gave up the experiment as hopeless. 


PK.NXHYI.iVA MA voted on Prohibition in June, 1889, and repudiated it by a majority of 194.556. 


MARYLAND, in 1855, adopted Prohibition, and after a few months' trial repealed it. 
DELAWARE, in the same year, adopted Prohibition and ii> 1757 repealed it. 
MICHIGAN" adopted Prohibition in 1853 and abandoned it in 1875. 
It was proposed again in 1887 but was overwhelmed at 


I he polls. 


INDIANA passod prohibitory laws in 1855. They were never enforced, and were soon abandoned. 
In 1882 Prohibition 


uas again proposed, but was defeated by an enormous majority. 


NEBRASKA, in 1880, repudiated Prohibition by a decisive majority. 
ILLINOIS adopted Prohibition in 1855 and repealed it in the same year. 
TEXAS, in 1887, repudiated Prohibition by a majority of rearly 100,000, and in 1911 and again in 1914 Texas stood1 b^ 


her earlier decisions. 


PROHIBITION AND TAXES 


If Prohibition prevails, where would the money come from that beer, 


wine and liquor now pay in the form of direct taxes, to the I'nited States, 
to the State, to the County and to the City, Village and Township? There 
are approximately 6,000 liquor licensees in Ohio, who 
pay 
$1,100.00 


each in special taxes, a total of ?3,6uo,uOO. Of this the State gets $2,400,-; 
000 and the balance is distributed to the counties and municipalities. 


Who will be called upon to pay into township, municipal, county and

sixty millions of dollars invested in the liquor business now on the tax 
duplicate? 


Who will make good the taxes paid into the state treasury by liquor

creased internal revenue? The collections of internal revenue in Ohio are" 
about eighteen million dollars, one-thirteenth of the whole country. 


If thrre is Prohibition this enormous deficit will have to conic from 


the pocket of the general tax-payer—from the faimer, whose property is in 
land and tangible persmcil property: from the home, which is always in 
«\-ideii»-c to the tax assessor; from the merchant and manufacturer, who 
are always complaining of tax burdens; from the stockholder'', hi public 
utility, hank and uther corporations, who are am<in<; the fir«t to be pounced 
U|K>n. 


If Prohibition prevails there will be no end to the demand for taxes— 


more tn\es! 


PROHIBITION AND WAGES 


The loss of Labor would be stupendous. 
It is calculated that $55,- 


000,000 of labor value enters into products which the brewing and distill- 
ing industries of the country consume j early. 
Labor in other industries 


would not only be brought face to fa<u vsith the proportionate loss in Ohio 
represented in this vast amount, but \\ould also be brought face to face 
with the aggravated condition of a disrupted labor market. Those employ- 
ed in the manufacture, those employed in the sale of the product, and those 
employed in allied industries, would bu added to the army of the unemploy- 
ed. 
The number of unemployed is always a potent factor in reducing 


wages generally, and it is folly for workmen to vote for a proposition so 
antagonistic to their interests. That they appreciate how disastrously Pro- 
hibition affects them is shown by the many resolutions against Prohibition 
adopted by labor bodies. 


Onio cannot afford to add to its anny of unemployed. 


At a meeting on August 11. 19l!. of the Executive Board of the Ohio 


State I ederation of Labor, resolutions weie adopted against State-wide 
Prohibition and in favor of the Home Rule Amendment, as follows: 


"The Executive Board of the Ohio State Federation of Labor declares 


itself a-; opposed to State-Wide Prohibition and re-affirms the action of the 
Ohio State Federation of Labor Conventions in opposition to county option 
and in favor.of Home Rule for cities, municipalities and townships in tile 
sale of intoxicating liquors." 


PROHIBITION AND BUSINESS 


The Prohibition Amendment revolutionizes the policy of the state in 


dealing with the liquor question, and also revolutionizes business condition*. 
No established industry can be destroyed, root and branch, without econom- 
ic revolution and commercial calamity. 


The most recent national publication (Bulletin 57 of the "Census of Man- 


ufactures of 1905," issued by the Department of Commerce and Labor) 
ranked the brewing and distilling interests as fifth in the United States in 
capital invested and seventh in commercial value of output. 
These indus- 


tries in Ohio contribute about one-thirteenth of the national internal reve- 
nue taxes on spirits and fermented liquors. 
The Prohibition Amendment 


would destroy these industries, confiscating millions of property values now 
returning taxes to the state—property adapted to no other purpose. 


National consumption statistics of the value of supplies used by these 


industries per year aggregate nearly $370,000,000, including over $100,- 
000,000 of farm products. 
The Prohibition Amendment would wipe out 


this market in Ohio. 


A multitude of interests are vitally interested in this market. 
They 


include railroads, express companies, fire insurance, bottles, coal, lumber, 
rubber goods, steam engines, machinery, tools, steam fittings, plumbing 
supplies, wagons, harness, horses, building supplies, filtering material, 
chemical supplies, paint and \arnlsh, furniture, brushes, packing house 
products, advertising signs, printing, etc. All these are financially interest- 
ed in preserving their own business, a large i>Tt of which will be lost to 
them should the Prohibition Amendment prevail, 
, - 
» .' 


There are invested in the brewery and distillery industries, including 


the jobbing and retail branches, in Ohio, not less than four hundred and 
sixty million dollars, and there are employed over one hundred thousand 
men. 


THE INDIVIDUAL AND HIS RIGHTS 
The Prohibition Amendment denies that drinking is a matter of per- 


sonal regulation, and makes no distinction between the use and abuse of 
alcoholic beverages. 
The whole purpose of the Prohibition Amendment is 


to create a condition of law whereby alcoholic beverages cannot be law- 


fully sold in Ohio, and hence cannot be used except in secret. 
Such restric- 


tion of purchase operates far more against the millions of modern drinkers 
than It does against the hundreds of excessive drinkers. 
By making crim- 


inal the sale of alcoholic beverages in Ohio, every user and buyer in Ohio 
is thus made a party to a criminal act, an aider and abettor of crime. 11- 
logically, the Prohibition Amendment punishes the seller and not the buy- 
er, when in fact the sale would not be made without the demand. That 
farther invasion of individual right, as well as restriction of lawful field 
of purchase, will follow the adoption of the Prohibition Amendment is evi- 
dent. 
The same Prohibition elements now advocating State-wide Rrotii- 


bition advocated the adoption- of the Anti-Shipping Law defeated by -jfhe 
voters at the polls In 1913. That bill prohibited shipments of-liquor Into 
"dry" territory with the exception of shipments to a' regular druggist and 
the exception of "a person who carries or otherwise personally conveys 
not to exceed one quart of intoxicating liquor for his own private use." A 
similar law will likewise be attempted to apply to the entire state should 
the Prohibition Amendment prevail. 


fh~ Alabama, under state-wide statutory prohibition, search and seizure 


laws of uuch a drastic character were passed. In an attempt to enforce the 
prohibition law, that Prohibition itself became so obnoxious that it was 
repealed. 


and seizure means, as was demonstrated in Alabama, that pri- 


vate homes were invaded and men. women and even children were dragged 
inio court because there had been liquor in the home for personal use. 


THE TORCH OF FANATICISM 


If the people of Ohio were to wake up one morning and learn that all 


property in the state used In the manufacture of alcoholic beverages had 
been destroyed by fire, the news would be regarded as a public calamity. 


If it further developed that this destruction was deliberately planned 


and that the fires were malicious!} brought about, no language would be 
considered too severe in denouncing the malefactors. 


By the State-wide Prohibition Amendment it is deliberately proposed 


to apply the torch of fanaticism and legally destroy these millions ot prop- 
erty values with resultant consequences more far-reaching and revolution- 
ary than would follow any such imagined destruction. 


Tne consequences of the fires would be of passing moment, directly felt 


only by the manufacturer and Ins workjtagmen. 
The manufacturer would 


be at least partially reimbursed in his property loss by insurance and would 
proceed to rebuild. The workingmcn would suffer only a temporary loss of 
employment. 
Sellers and consumer1* of liquor would IK- supplied through 


other channels. No vast uphea\al ot economic conditions would take place 
and gradually business conditions would return to their former level. 


With the adoption of the Prohibition Amendment all the temporary 


consequences pictured would become permanent. Millions of properly value 
would at one fell swoop be consiened to the junk pile and its value as 
property adapted to a particular purpose permanently destroyed. 
Thou- 


sands of workingmen would b\ autocratic legislative tiat he deprived of a 
livelihood, for which they had fitted themselves*. 
Xot a whisper from the 


Prohibition fortes is heard, to surest that this confiscation of proporty 
shall be met by just compensation: not a whisper that the workingmcn and 
his family, to whom will come want and ruin, shall be regarded and cared 
for by the state. 


Opinion Of The Fallacy Of Prohibition 
nil. WASHINGTON GLADDEN, pastor emeritus of the First Congre- 


gational Church of Columbus, when State-wide Prohibition was under dis- 
cussion, some years ago, contributed an article to The Century Magazine, on 
the subject, "Hurricane Reform," in which he said: 


"Could a prohibitory law be thus enforced? 
I have frequently put 


this question to my prohibitory friends, and they all, with one accord, con- 
fess that it could not. In the smaller communities it could be executed, 
they say; but not in Cincinnati, nor in Cleveland, nor in Columbus, nor In 
Toledo, nor in any other of a dozen cities or large towns that 
could be 


named—of course, not at present, 'but,' they say, 'we are going to work up 
a public sentiment that will enforce it by and by.' I confess that this seems 
to me 11 curious proceeding. 
It is proposed to enact a law which is sure to 


be trampled under foot by n spun] hajf of the the imputation, and then, «f- 
tirr f n«c ting It, and while It is being mocked at and dishonored, to proceed 
ttt creatr the public sentiment which shall make It effective!" 


HON. 
WILLIAM H. TAFT, former President of the United States, In 


his work entitled "Four Aspects of Civic Dut.v," says: 


"Nothing is more foolish, nothing more utterly at variance with sound 


policy than to enact a law which by reason of conditions surrounding the 
community is incapable of enforcement. 
Such instances are sometimes 


presented by sumptuary laws, by which the sale of intoxicating liquors is 
prohibited under penalties, in localities where the public sentiment of th# 
immediate community does not and will not sustain the enforcement of the 
law. In such cases the legislation usually is the result of agitation by the 
people in the country district, who are determined to make their fellow- 
ritizens in the city better. The enactment of the law comes through the 
country representatives, who form a majority of the Legislature, but the 
enforcement of the law Is among the people who are generally opposed to 
Its enactment, and under such circumstances the law is a dead letter. In 
case where the snle of liquor cannot be prohibited, in fact, it is far better 
to regulate than to attempt to stamp it out.''

ity to read the Word of God, never- 
theless we are in the midst of the very 
famine which the Prophet specifies. It 
seems almost Incredible that we should 
be famishing now with Bibles hi our 
'homes, when our saintly forefathers 
(did not famish, although their educa- 
tion was limited. The secret lies in 
the fact that increasing Intelligence on 
every band has awakened our reason- 
lug faculties along religious lines, and 
the result is the gnawing of hunger in 
lour hearts. Both heart and flesh cry 
out for a living and true God—a God 
greater than 
ourselves—more just, 


more powerful, more loving. Realizing 
our own impoteucy, we feel more and 
more our need of the Friend whose 
love is closer than a brother's. 


Consequently we cannot find In the 


Scriptures the rest, the refreshment 
land the comfort which our forefathers 
derived therefrom. Consequently the 
lyouug men and the purest of heart in 
'the world are repelled by the religion 
of the past They are hungry for the 
fTruth, thirsty for the refreshment 
which they need. Intellectually, many 
are looking, wandering, from sea to 
Bea, desiring the Bread of Life. 


Scanning the creeds of all denomina- 


tions, they find these practically alike 
as respects theories of eternal reproba- 
tion and damnation for all except the 
Elect the saintly few. 
They grow 


'faint for want of spiritual food and 
dnnk. They even look to the heathen 
world, and examine the Tbeosophy of 
India, the Buddhism of Japan and the 
Confucianism of China, seeking for 
aome satisfying portion of Truth. 


< In some respects these are like the 
prodigal son—far from home. 
They 


perceive the swinish content with the 
husks of business, money, pleasure and 
politics; but their spiritual longings 
•cannot be satisfied with tbe busks 
which the "swine" eat 
Because of 


their Interest in spiritual things they 
are thought peculiar. They are mis- 
understood 
by their best earthly 


friends. In their wanderings along the 
highways of science and world-religion 
they must surely learn that they will 
get no satisfaction from those sources.

The Discipls Not Above Hie Lord. 
Nevertheless, as the religious teach- 


ers of the Master's da> bated Jesus 
and Ills disciples for tins cause, "be- 
cause they taught the people." and as 
they persecuted the Master and His 
followers because they did not walk 
In the beaten paths of their day, so we 
may expect that the Scribes, the 
Pharisees and the Doctors of the Law 


1 today will be grieved because the peo- 
1 pie are taught, because the light of tbe 


knowledge of tbe glory of God shining 
In the face of Jesos Christ is presented 
to the people as an lucentlve to love 


I and obedience. Instead of tbe doctrine 


of eternal torment

It matters not tbat all the educated 


i ministers today well know, and would 
not for a moment deny, their disbelief 
in the doctrine of eternal torment, if 
cross-Questioned. 
Ne\ ertheless, many 


of them hate us and oppose us because 
we show the people the true Interpre- 
tations of tbe Word of God and lift be- 
fore the eyes of their understanding a 
God of Love, just, merciful, righteous 
altogether, and fully capable both In 
Wisdom and Power to work out all the 
glorious designs which He "purposed 
in Himself before the foundation of 
the world." 
- 


(1) They ^rcelve that the teaching 


of the doctrines of purgatory and eter- 
nal torment bas not had a sanctifying 
influence upon mankind in all the six- 
teen centuries in which these doctrines 
bave been preached. But tbey fear 
that to deny these doctrines now would 
only make a bad matter worse. Tbey 
fear that If tbe Gospel of the Love of 
God and the fact tbat the Bible does 
not teach eternal torment for any were 
generally made known, the effect upon 
tbe world would be to increase its 
wickedness, to make life aud property 
less secure and to (ill the world with 
blasphemies still urore than now. 


(2) Tbey fear alw tbat a certain 


amount of discredit would come to 
themselves because, '^newing that the 
Bible does not teiclfeternal torment, 
according to tbe Hebrew and Greek 
original, they secreted tbe knowledge 
from the people. They fear that this 
would forever discredit them with their 
hearers. Hence they still lend their in- 
fluence outwardly to the Ooctrine of 
eternal torture, which they do not be- 
lieve, and feel anpry t<n\.irds us be- 
cause we teach the people tbe truth 
upon tbe subject, which they know 
will bring to them hundreds of ques- 
tions difficult to answer or to dodge. 


God's Lave Constrains Us. 


We ask you. dear fellow Christians, 


Were you constrained to become chil- 
dren of God and to render to the Lord 
the homage and ol>edience of your lives 
through fear or through love? We are 
not asking you whether you never 
have feared; but what brought you to 
tbe point of consecrating your life to 
GodT Surely it VMS not fear! We are 
aware, of course, tlmt there Is a proper, 
godly fear, reference; and tbat the 
Scriptures declare it—"The fear [rev- 
erencel of the Lord is tbe beginning of 
wisdom." (Psalm 111:10.) But this ie 
not tbe fear of eternal torment, which 
tends to drive out love. How could we 
love or esteem or truly worship a God 
•who purposed the eternal torment of 
His creatures from before their crea- 
tion! 


We could give v»i many proofs of 


the power of lo\e over tbe human 
heart. In contr.ivt with the ungodly 
fear of tbe error 
God nays to us in 


do many won!-. "Their fear toward Me

"For a time I sent you a flfty-dollar 


check every month; but, Brother Rus- 
sell, it was in the nature of conscience- 
money. At tbat time the most profit- 
able feature of my store trade was the 
sale of liquor to tbe Mississippi ne- 
groes. As the grace of God more and 
more filled my heart to overflowing, it 
brought me to see that I must love my 
neighbor as myself and do injury to 
none, and those checks stopped. 
I 


ceased to deal in liquor, and have de- 
voted my whole life to the service of 
God and of my fellow-men." 


Three murderers confined in the Ohio 


State Penitentiary bad from childhood 
been trained in tbe doctrine of eternal 
torment by different denominations; 
and yet these men had committed mur- 
der. 
Under the providence of God, 


these men received some of our liter- 
ature— "STUDIES IN THE SCRIP- 
TURES"— and were cut to the heart 
when they learned of the Love of God, 
as expressed In the Divine Plan of the 
Ages.
